Throughout  the  years,  more  people 
join  when  asked  than  when  they  are  not  asked.  Makes  s 

It  has  been  interesting  to  look  at  the  old  issues  of  the  Silver  Bugles.  I  know  most 
people  think  that  we  snap  our  fingers  and  a  Silver  Bugle  just  magically  appears. 
Without  any  ideas  or  articles,  without  someone  to  edit  and  prepare  the  Bugle  for 
printing  and  without  the  advertising,  there  would  not  be  a  Bugle.  I  just  want  to  men¬ 
tion  that  without  Will  Rossman,  Tom  Fernandez,  Duane  Spellman,  Nancy  Yee  and 
Carrie  Best,  we  might  just  have  an  8  'k  x  11  sheet  of  paper  telling  us  to  go  out  and 
get  members  and  beg  for  an  editor.  Those  folks  stepped  up  and  did  it  so  you  could 
have  this  great  publication. 

This  was  the  25th  edition  of  the  Silver  Bugle  and  was  jam  packed  with  advertising 
by  some  of  our  great  members.  I  want  to  mention  them. 

Harvey  Chew  of  the  Silver  Mine  advertised  in  every  issue.  He  produced  many  of 
his  own  silver  issues  and  in  this  issue  he  advertised  his  business  Pratt  and  Chew 
CPA’s  which  had  a  limited  edition  of  150.  Harvey  also  was  a  charter  member  of 
IASAC  and  served  as  Historian  for  many  years. 

Ken  Macomber  of  Slivers  of  Silver  advertised  frequently  and  also  served  as  a 
Trustee.  He  was  selling  the  Guide  Book  of  Silver  Art  Bars  for  $  20.  He  also  had 
some  Greathouse  bars  for  $60-65.  Those  were  the  good  old  days. 

Steve  Rood  placed  an  ad  to  find  out  if  85  bars/rectangles  did  indeed  exist  that  were 
listed  in  the  catalog  but  that  he  had  not  ever  seen.  Steve  was  such  a  great  encour- 
ager  and  supportor  of  IASAC  from  the  beginning.  He  served  as  President  and 
Trustee  and  was  a  great  friend. 

John  Dykas  had  a  nice  list  of  rectangles  from  $10-$100.  I  would  definitely  pay  his 
asking  price  for  each  bar  on  that  list. 

Jim  Best  of  “Silvertips”  Ingots  had  another  fullpage  ad  of  rectangles  priced  from 
$10-40.  Marilyn  Monroe  was  the  $40  rectangle.  Jim  has  been  one  of  the  great  ad¬ 
vertisers  and  members  since  he  pined  IASAC  in  our  second  year.  He  is  our  current 
President  and  has  served  as  President  more  than  once  and  also  Vice-President 
and  Trustee.  I  appreciate  his  help  over  the  years  by  obtaining  tables  at  the  FUN 
Show  as  well  as  making  sure  we  stayed  connected  with  ANA  and  received  a  club 
table  when  we  participated  in  the  ANA  functions.

Last,  but  not  least,  Duane  Spellman  from  The  Mint  had  an  ad  on  the  inside 
back  cover  listing  5  different  B.  H  Mayer  issues.  $25  each  and  if  you 
bought  2  or  more  you  got  a  10%  discount.  Duane  was  a  charter  member, 
great  friend  and  he  really  wanted  IASAC  to  survive.  All  of  the  other  silver 
bar  clubs  failed,  he  would  be  proud  of  all  of  you  that  are  supporting  the 
club  today.
